CIVIL RIGHTS. 


| PREME COURT. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 25.—The follow- 
ing are the main points in the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the civil-rights cases. 
Aft quoting the first two sections of the act, 
Justice Bradley, who delivered the opinion, 


Says: 

Has eonstitutional power to make 
such a law Of course, no one will contend that 
the powor to pass it was contained in the Consti- 
tution before the adoption of the last three 
amendments. Power is sought first in the four- 
teenth amendment. e tirat section (which is 
the one relied on), after deciaring who stall be 
citizens of the United States and the several 
States, is probibitory in its character (and pro- 
hibitory upon the States). It is State action of 
u particular character that is Lr Indi- 
vidual invasion’ of indi 


not the subject matter of the amend- 
ment. It has a deeper and broader 
scope. It nullifes and akes void all 


pe 
State legislation and State a of every kind 
which impairs the privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United Statea, or which injures 
them in life, liberty, or prosperity witbout due 
process of law, or which denies to any of m 
the equal protection of the laws. It not oniv 
does this, but in order that the National will 
thus declared may not be mere brutum fulmen 
the last section of the amendment invests Con- 
gress with the power to enforce it with appro- 
priate iegisiation. To enforce what? en- 
torce prohibition. To adopt appropriate legis- 
lation for correcting effects of such pro- 
hibited State laws and State acts, and thus to 
render them effectually null, void, and innocu- 
ous. Thisis the 2 power conferred 
u Congress, and this is the whole 
of it. It does not invest Congress with 
power to lewislate upon subjects 
which are within the domain of State legisia- 
tion, but to provide modes of relief against 
State legisiation or State action of the kind re- 
ferred to. Until some State law bas been passed 
or some State action tbrough its officers or 
agents been taken adverse to the rightsof citi- 
zens sought to be protected by the fourteenth 
amendment, no iegisiation of the United 
States uncer said amendment nor any proceed- 
ing under such legislation cao be called into 
activity, for the prohibitions ot the amendments 
are against State laws and acts done under Sta 


OF EQUAL APPLICATION. 


An inspection of the law here in question 
shows that it applies equaliy to cases arising iu 
the States which have the justest laws respect- 
ing the persona! rights of citizens and whose 
authorities are ever ready to . enforce 
such laws as to those which arise in States 
that may have violated the prohibitive 
amendment. In other words, it steps into tne 
domain of local jurisprudeuce and lay down. 
rules fur the conduct of individuals in society 
towards each other, and im sanctions tor 
the enforcement of those rules without refer- 
ring in any manner to any supposed action of 
the State or its authorities. It tuts legisiative 
is appropriate for enforcing prohibition 
amendment it is difficult to see where it is to 
stop. Why may not Congress with an equal 
show of authority enact a code of laws for the 
enforcement and viudicauon of all rights 
life, liberty, and property? If it is 
ble that States may deprive 
pe life, liberty, and property 
without due process of law (and theamendment 
itecif does not suppose this), why should not 

ngress p at once to prescribe a, due proc- 
ess of law for the protection of every one of 
these fundamental rights in every possibie case, 
as well as to prescribe equal privileges in inns, 
public conveyances, and theatres ? 

THE REMEDY FOR WRONGFUL ACTS OF PER- 


SONS. 
Ju Bradley refers to the Civil-Rights

roceed and customs having the 
force of law which sanction the wrongful 
acts specified.” 

In this connection it is proper to state that 
civil rights such as are guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution against State aggression cannot be im- 
paired by the wrongful acts of individuals, un- 
supported by State authority in the shape of 
laws, customs, or judicial or executive pro- 

ings. The wrongful act of an individual 
unsupported by any such authority is simply a 
rivate wr ng or crime of that individuai—an 
nvasion of the rights of the injured party, it is 
true, whether they affect his person, his proper- 
ty, or his reputation; butif not sanctioned in 
some way by the State, or not dope under its 
authority, his rights remain in fuli force and 
may presumably be vindicated by resorts to 
the laws of the State for redress. An individual 
cannot deprive a man of his right to vote, to 
hold property, to buy and seil. to sue in the 
courts, or to be a witness or juror. He may, by 
force or fraud, interfere with the enjoyment of 
a right ina particular case. He may commit 
assault against a person, or commit murder, or 
use ruffian violence at tne polls, or ster the 
sxood name of a feilow-citizen, but, unless pro- 
tected in these wrongful acts by some shield of 
State law or State authority, he cannot destroy 
or injure the right. He will only render him- 
self amenable to satisfaction or punishment, 
and amenabie therefor to the laws of the State 
where the wrongful acts are committed. If the

D. C., Oct. %.—[Special.}— 
Additional counsel are still tobe employed to 
assist in the transaction of Government 
business here. The Attorn@y-General has re- 
quested Shellabarger and Wilson to assist

G. Thompson, Sergeant-at-Arms, In the trial 
of the case 6f Kilbourne against Thompson. 
The Liouse made no provision for the defense 
of its officer, against whom on account of 
official acts as Sergeant-at-Arms in imprison- 
ing Kilbourne a verdict of $100,000 has been 
‘found in this district. Tais verdict 
was set aside by the court on 
the ground that it was excessive. Mr. Kil- 
bourne has brought anew suit, with eminent 
counsel, for a much larger sum—$500,000— 
and there is no reason why abother Wash- 
ington jury shbuld not find as large a ver- 
dict as the last one did. ‘The Government 
has a Me! active interest in this suit, and

POSTAL AFFAIRS. 
MATTERS OF INTEREST TO NEWSPAPER 
PUBLISHERS AND READERS. 

WASsnINdTON, D. C. Oct. 235,—[Special. }— 
Judge Freeman, Attorney eral for the 
Post-Office Department, nas prepared an 
order of importauce to neW spaper-publish- 
ers. It will require them to number the 
pages of their supplements in regular order 
with the pages of the regular issue, 

The postal authorities de not expect to 
make any recommendations to Congress as 
to the rate of postage on transient newspa- 
pers. One of the officials said today that the 
reason why the rates were so disproportion- 
ate to the rates on newspapers generally 
doubtless was that Congress In framing the 
law assumed that transient newspapers were 
to be sent to convey some specific informa- 
tion, such as might be sent in a letter, and 
that they did not come under the general

rule as to newspapers issued m publica- 
tion-houses; that they were ular educa- 
tors. They fall in the same- class wi 
circulars. 


More complaints have been received at the 
department since the. new Postage law went 
into effect that transient spapers are 
withheld unless exactly prepaid than have 
at any previous time been received, but there 
does not seem to be a disposition to make 
any suggestions that the law be changed, so 
that underpaid newspapers, like letters, may 
be forwarded to their destination and the 
amount due collected. Gen. Hazen, Third 
Assistant Postmaster-General, says that a 
very small percentage of transient newspa- 
pers would be taken from post-offices if post- 
age was due on them, the conse- 
quence would be the Government would lose 
the transportation.

BONDED WHISKY. 
EX-COMMISSIONER RAUM SAYS THE EXTEN- 
SION MUST BE GIVEN. . 

WASHINGTON. D. C., Oct. 24.—Ex-Commis- 
sioner Raum said to a reporter this morn ing, 
in reply to some questions, that his clients 
and whisky men generally desired that Con- 
gress should take defivit action in the bond- 
ed-tax matter immediately upon reas- 
sembling. Mr. Raum said that the distillery 
men would not ask an extension upon goods 
including that to be made in the future, but 
would emphatically insist that an extension 
be granted on the whisky now in warehouses 
and tocome out within the next two years.

THE LINCOLN MURDER. 


Probability that the Inquest Will 
Close and the Case Go to the 
Jury Today. 


Speculation as te What the Verdict W 
Be—Wituesses Yet to Be 
Called. 


Outline of the Course Carpenter’s Counsel 
Will Pursue—Nothing New De- 
veloped Yesterday. 


LINCOLN, LIL, Oct. 25.—[Special. }|—Today 
has been utterly barren of developments in 
the Zora Burns case. The searching party 
spent several hours dragging Kickapoo 
Creek, on the west road, between here and 
Hartsburg, but found absolutely nothing. 
Sugar Creek, four miles further on, mean- 
ders through a clump of timber, and is re- 
garded by some as by far the more likely 
place aman would select to conceal some- 
thing. It, too, will probably be searched for 
the girl’s missing things, but scarcely now. 
The work can be done as well after 
the result of the inquest or the prelimi- 
nary hearing, and there is accordingly no 
disposition to hurry about it. Deputy-Sheriff 
Cunuingham and acouple of assistants or- 
ganized a little searching party ot their own 
today and worked an hour or two in trying 
to fish up something out of the well which 
supplies water forthe engine-room to Car- 
The ropes, with their 
grappling-hook attachments, brought up 
nothing. ‘ 

About the only additional evidence, there- 
fore, that can be offered at the inquest to- 
inorrow will be the testimony of Katie Mad- 
den, already telegraphed to Tux Tan- 
UNE, and that which clinches the 
Peoria business, also telegraphed in 
these dispatches, and shows beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that Orrin A. Carpenter’s 
young lady companion in Peoria Aug. 15 last 
was not his daughter, but Zora Burns. This 
will probably wind up the inquest. 


SPECULATION AS TO THE VERDICT OF THE 
CORONER’S JURY. 


The indications now are that the case will 
be given to the Coroner’s jury tomorrow and 
a verdict reached before nightfall. ‘There is 
more or less wild speculation as to what that 
verdict will be. Carpenter has at least two 
very warm friends who are alleged to be 
brother Masons on the jury. But pretty near- 
ly everybody agrees that the body is made up 
of fair men, who will try and do what 
they believe to be right. It is searcely ex- 
pected that the verdict will be unanimous, but 
a majority controls, and what say will 
be conclusive as far as the jury is concerned. 
A bung jury is possible, but not probable. 

The prosecution do not claim, of course, 
that they have shown that Carpenter killed 
the girl, but they do claim that every cir- 
cumstance so far discovered points to him 
and him alone, and that they have unearthed 
enough to hold him to await the action 
of the January grand jury. In case the 


jury should tind otherwise, the prosecution 


has another string to its bow in the State’s- 
Attorney’s information before Justice Ru- 
doiph, on which Carpenters arrest was based. 
Whatever the result of the inquest, there- 
fore, the trial will not be abandoned and the 
work of trying to turn up something that 
may throw needed light on the dark mystery 
will still go on. 

The leading detective in the case, Press 
Butler, of Bloomington, left for home this 
afternoon to look after a big robbery at that 
place, but will probably return Saturday or 
Monday. He has insisted and still insists 
that the officials are on the right irack, and 
that the secret of the murder will ultimately 
come out. 

DUKES. 

Tom Dukes left for Kewanna, Ind., this 
evening. but will be here again whenever 
wanted as a witness. Dukes has been in 
Lincoln ever since last Monday morning, and 
the statement in certain papers today that 
he was in Decatur ali day yesterday is only 
one of the numerous pieces of misinforma- 
tion in connection with this case. In a state- 
ment to Tue TRIBUNE correspondent today 
Dukes denied that he ever quarreled with 
Dow Cubbage, and insisted that he never 
saw him but once, and that was at John 
Green’s early last winter. 

PLANS OF CARPENTER’S COUNSEL OUTLINED. 

Tur THIBUNE correspondent hada talk 
this afternoon with Mr. Beach, Carpenter’s 
leading counsel, after his return from a visit 
to his client at the jail. He reported Mr. 
Carpenter as bearing up. very well under the 
circumstances, and was especially surprised 
that Mrs. Carpenter, who, it appears, is an 


invalid, sustains herself as well as she does. 


Mr. Beach said he had had no talk with bis 
client except of a general character, and 
was not prepared to go into a diseus- 


sion of the case, even if he wished 
to. The lawyer virtually admitted, 
however, that prosecution had 


pretty clearly shown an undue intimacy be- 
tween Carpenter and Zora, but very nat 
urally insisted that it would require some- 
thing more than that to hang a man.

A Strike of the Switehmen at Kansas 
city. 
_ Kawysas Urry, Mo., Oct. 25.—[Special.|—A

party consisting of twenty or thirty men 
started on a tour of the yards, ordering all 
switchmen to leave their work.

ING A GERRYMANDER FOR A REPUBLICAN

HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 22.—The extra ses- 
sion of the Pennsylvania Legislature, which 
is still dragging its slow length along with 
no prospect of adjournment, furnishes one 
of the most extraordinary exhibitions of ob- 
stinacy and absurdity on record. It was 
called by Gov. Pattison June 7, the day im- 
mediately following the adjournment of the 
regular session, which lasted 150 days, and, 
although it had but one subject to legislate 
upon—the apportionment of the State into 
Congressional, judicial, and legislative dis- 
tricta—it has accomplished nothing. The 
Democratic House passed apportionment 
bills according to its ideas of fair- 
ness. The Republican Senate passed 
bills embodying its views. Then 
there was a collision, committees of confer- 
ence Were appointed to wrangle and dis- 
agree, and that was the end of it as far as 
legislation was concerned. Neither branch 
would recede from its position. The Senate, 
seeing that there was no hope for an agree- 
ment, voted to adjourn sine die, but the 
House refused to concur, and insisted on re- 
maining in session until such time as an ap-

BEYOND THE SEA. 


Bismarck’s Plan to Restrict Emigra- 
tion—O’Donnell’s Alleged 
American Citizen- 

ship. 


Lonpon, Oct. 25.—[Special Cable.]—In ts. 


Reichstag today Prince Diswarck introduced 
a bill prohibiting emigration to foreign coun- 
tries of persons whose obligations to their 
country, families, creditors, and employers 
are unfulfilled. The bill is especially directed 
against a class who have hitherto found in 
emigration an easy. and effective method 
ot severing onerous or disagreeable family 
ties, breaking contracts with employers, and 
evading the payment of debts, etc. It is be- 
lieved that should this bill become a law, 
which it undoubtedly will, there will be a 
very perceptible decrease of the number of 
Germans who seek homes in foreign lands. 


It is said that Prince Bismarck has been 


considering the advisability of such a bill for 
many years. He believes that it will restrain, 
in a great measure, the spread of Socialism, 
as it will be impossible for known agita- 
tors to leave the country, and 
possessing such knowledge, they will 
consequently exercise a greater degree of 
caution in their utterances. The bill would 
also restrict young men who are liable to be 
called into the army from emigrating to 
America. With the bill a law, it would re- 
quire a passport from the German Govern- 
ment to enable a German to get beyond the 
contines of his country.

WESTERN FREIGHTS. | 


An Ostensible Reduction of Bates by 
the Central Paciiic. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 25.—[Special. ]— 
The Railroad Commission have passed a 
resolution ostensibly redueing the rate on 
several classes of freights, but examination 
shows that it only applies to straight and 
mixed car-load lots of articles rarely if ever 
shipped in such darge quantities. An ap- 
parent sweeping reduction has been made in 
the rate for blacksmiths’ coal, but as in the 
whole history of railroading in the State an 
entire car-load of that kind of coal was 
never shipped the concession is not 
likely to benefit people much. The same 

enerosity is displayed in car-load lots of 

ussia iron. Rates for shipping fruit have 
been reduced largely, but it is a notorious 
fact that growers are unable to ship by car- 
load owing to irregularities in the time of 
ripening. The whole alleged reduction is 
pronounced by merchants competent to 
judge to bea bold attempt to impose upon 
the people; that it bears the earmarks of hav- 
ing been prepared by officials or the Central 
Pacific monopoly for that purpose.

Things Not Exactly Harmonious During 
the Business Meeting of the 
Forenoon. 


Visit to the Chamber of Commerce The 
Officers Elected—Rosecrans in 
Trouble. 


CI Nc INN ATI. O., Oct W.— Special.] — The 
feature of the Army of the Cumberland to- 
day was the banquet given in the evening at 
Music-Hall. Covers were laid tor 1,000, but 
about one-fourth of the chairs were empty. 
The table ran lengthwise of the hall, with a 
shorter table at the upper end and parallel 
with the stage, where the presiding officers 
and some of the prominent Generals sat. 
Gen. Sheridan could not be present, and 
Gen. Rosecrans presided. The balconies 
‘were comfortably filled with the families and 
friends of the men who sat at the tables. 
The hall was decorated with flags and 
the names in bright letters of the command- 
ing officers of the army that fought its way 
to the heart of the enemy’s country, A band 
occupied the stage flanked by brass howitz- 
ers, battle-flags, and other war trophies. 
Floral pieces ornamented the tables. The 
hall was brilliantly lighted, the company 
nearly ali in full dress, ana the scene was a 
memorable one. So large a company has 
never been seen at dinner in Cincinnati on 
but one occasion before, and an equal num- 
ber of army and ex-army officers have 
been assembled in any city. 

Seats were taken at the table at 8 o’clock 
and the speaking began at 10 o’clock. The 
company were in good humor after their din- 
her and unusual pains was taken to hear what 
was said. Gen. Rosecrans as toast master 
was happy in introducing the speaker s and 
they were all heartily applagded. While the 
dinner was in progress the people in the bal- 
coules occupied themselves in picking out 
the distinguished Generals, and many gl asses 
were turned upon them.

A RAILROAD TELEGRAPH INVENTION. 
Rome, Oct. 12.— An Italian officer, Com- 
missary Lieutenant Romolo Pistoni, of the 
Ministry of War, has invented a system 
which he calls the “trechontelegraph,” for 
placing railway trains in motion on same 
rails in communication with each other and 
with the stations they have passed or are ap- 
roaching and the stations with them. I 
ave had an opportunity of examing his 
designs, which in the main features are very 
simple, and include nothing to prevent the 
means he proposes from being worked by 
any manipulator acquainted with the Morse 
system.

THE ENGLISH COLONIAL SECRETARY ENTERS 
A VIGOROUS PROTEST AGAINST THE 
SCHEME. 

Lonpon, Oct. 24.—Lord Derby, Colonial 
Secretary, has written a letter to Gen. Mac- 
Iver, the chief promoter of the New Guinea 
Exploration & Colonization Company, em- 
phatically protesting against further en- 
croachments upon the rights of the inhabit- 
ants of theisland. He calls attention to the 
tact that the Ministry has on several previous 
occasions condemned the project of annex- 
ing any of the South Pacific Islands to 
Australia or in any manner assuming to es- 
tablish a control over these islands at vari- 
ance with the present system of government. 
In some of these, particularly the Isl- 
and of Samoa, the German, British, and 
American Consuls have at times exercised 
their influence jointly or separately, 
treaties exist which practically grant to cer- 
tain of these islands the rights of independ- 
ent States. ‘Therefore, if Gen. Maclver per- 
sists in the forcible seizure of any of 
specified territory, or in any manner disre- 
gards the rights of the — or colonists 
now occupying these islands, even though 
such operations may be conducted under the 
British flag and ostensibly in British inter- 
ests, the Government will at once instruct 
the British Commissioner and the commander 
of the Western Pacific squadron to interfere 
and to forcibly put down any further move- 
ment toward the prosecution of the scheme. 
This will be done, says Lord Derby, so effect- 
ually as to discourage any further attempts 
to set at defiance the expressed policy of the 
home Government.

THE UNIVERSALISTS., 
NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 25.—(Special.J— 
conference meeting of the Universalist Conven- 
tion was held this morning under the leadership 
of the Rev. A. H. Laing, of Illinois. A resolution 
was adopted as to Sunday- schools, directing the 
committee to pubiish, from time to time, lists of 
books unanimously deemed appropriate by the 
committee. 

The Rev. Dr. Eddy, of Massachusetts, sub- 
mitted a report which suggested that the long 
list of the dead shows the need of filling the 
ranks, and recommended that young men 
of good character be urged to accept 
the advantages of the theological schools 
of the denomination. An amendment was 
proposed by the Rev. L. M. Andrews, of Ohio, 
to include young women as well as young men 
in the recommendation concerning education 
for the ministry.” Dr. Minor, of Massachusetts, 
said that this amendment, if adopted, would 
commit the convention in favor of a woman 
ministry. He regarded the probiem of a woman 
ministry a tentative one.

Late Legal Decisions. 
The following are abetracts of the most im- 


portant decisions recently rendered by the Su- 


me Courts.of the different States: 

RATLROAD—CARRYING DROVER Free—Lia- 
BILITY FOR NEGLIGENCE.—A cattle-drover was 
rid on an engine which was drawing a train 
of box-cars containing cattie, and was injured 
py an accident resulting from the negligent 
running of the train. He was not charged fare, 
and was on the engine by permission of the 
conductor and engiceer. in a suit brought to 
rechver damages the company made two de- 
fenses. First, that it was not liable, as the 


plaintiff had not paid his fare, and therefore 


there was no cootract to carry him; second, that 
the rules of the Company forbade its empioyés 


to allow any person to ride on the engine with 


them, and therefore that be was there at his 
own risk. The Judge at the trial instructed | 

the jury to find a verdict for the com- 
* on both grounds. The judgment 
for the defendant, the piaintif€ carried 
up, and thé case, Waterbury vs. New 
York Central & Hudson River Railroad Com- 
pany, in the United States Circuit Court for the 
Southern District of New York, was decided. in 
the plaintif!’s favor. Judge Wallace, in his 
opinion, said: “(1) The most that can be fairty 
claimed for the plaintiff upon the evidence js 
that he was riding on the engine permissively, 
if the defendant undertook to carry bim, al- 
though gratuitously and as a matter of favor, it 


was obliged to exercise due care for bis safety 


in performing the undertaking it bad volun- 
tarily assumed. The carrier does not by con- 
senting to carry a person gratuitously relieve 
himeeif of responsibility for negligence. When 
the assent to his riding free bas been legally end 
properly giver tne person carried is entitled to 
the same . of care as if be had paid his 
fare. (2) Undoubtedly the presumption of law is 
that persons riding upon the trains of a rail- 
road carrier, which are palpably not designed 
for the transportation of persons, are not luw- 
fully there; and if they are permitted to be 
there by the cousent ot the employés of the var- 
rier the 1 is against tne authority of 
the employés to bind the varrier by Gon- 
sent. But iv a case Uke this, where the railroad 
carrier may derive some benetit frow the pres- 
ence of the drovers upon its cattle trains, and 
may have allowed its empioyés in charge of such 
trains to invite or permit drovers to sccompany 
their cattle, the presumption against a license 
to the person thus carried may be overthrown. 
It should have been left to the jury to deter- 
mine as a question of fact whether, notwith- 
. standing its rules for the government of its em- 
ployés, the defendant had not beld them out to 
the plaintiff as to baving authority to consent to 
his being carried. If it should appear that its 
employés have been accustomed to allow 
drovers to accompany their cattie on the cattle- 
trains so generally and constautiy that the offi- 
cers of the company must have known it, the 
consent of >the company may be predicated 
upon acguiéscence and ratificatior.’’ 

„ DruMMERs’” LicknsE—Wauo Is A “CLERK.” 
—By a statute of Louisiana All traveling- 
agents of this or siates or countries, offering 
auy species of merchandise for sale, or seliing 
the same shail, if 1 one house, firm, 
or business, pay a license of 850 per annum: 
and if representing two houses, tirme, or busi- 
nesses, shall pay a license of $75 per annum.“

The business 
of a traveling agent is quite distinct from that 
of a clerk who is a salesinanin a store. It bas 
eprang up in comparatively recent times, and is 
one the recognized needs of modern trude. 
The English call such a person a 
traveler, the French commis 
Americanos, with characteristic for 
nomenclature, call him a drummer. The de- 
fendant fraveis through the country, solicits 
orders, sells goods by sample or otnerw trans- 
mits the orders to his employers, who fill them 


‘as he bas agreed. If one were asked tosay-what 


sort of business was that of a drummer he would 


' describe it in this or other language of like 


import. Can a drummer evade the licease- 
tax by calling bimself a ‘clerk,’ and ac- 
cepting a salary, instead of taking commissions, 

or other varying compenecation. The business 
of a clerk is not distinguishable from that of a | 
drummer by the means of compensation. It is 
argued bere that a firm might send out letters 
to accomplish the increase of trade which is 
done by employers like the defendant, and 


he refore, is only an ‘animated letter.“ A 


sufficient answer is that the Lerislature has 
imposed a license tax on these ‘animated 
letters’ under the name of traveling agents. A 
tirm, if it so please, can rely on correspondence 
alone to enlarge their busiriess, but if it adopts 
this modern method of drumming as the more 
etfective mode, the drummer becomes liable for 
the tax.’ 

ATTACHMENT—“CONTINGENT RIGHT OR CLAIM” 
—PERCESTAGE RETAINED ON CONTRACT.—Un- 
der a-contruct to erect a building 10 per ceut of 
all bills rendered for che work was retained to 
be kept as damages for failing to complete the 
building by a specitied time. A creditor of the 
bulider attached the sum retained as “a contin- 
gent right or ciaim” due, and judgment was 
given for nim. The defendant carried the case 
—Webber vs. Bolte—to the Supreme Court of 
Michigan, where he gota reversal. Judwe Coo- 
ley, in the opinion, said: The case may seem 
to be within the words of the statute, but it is 
not within its intent or reasun. To permit an 
attachment upon sucb claims would be a most 
unwarrantabie interference with the contracts 
of third parties. and must in many cases deprive 
them of substantial rights. It would be espe- 
cially mischievous in the case of building con- 
tracts; for in a very larre proportion of ail 
cases of such contracts the means for their ful- 
fillment must be obtained from payments on the 
estimates, and if these can be attached in ad- 
vance performance would be rendered impossi- 
bie. If there is a contingent claim here, so there 
is when a laborer hires out for a year, to be paid 
at the end of the year, and his creditor may at- 
‘tach the claim as soon as the hiring takes piace. 
It would be » safe assumption very little 
labor would be done uoder the hiring after the 
claim bad been attached.“

BOARD OF TRADE INSURANCE. 


What Is Thought of the Scheme by Ex- 
Pertenced Persons. | 

A Chicago banker who has for y 
considerabie sumsof life-insuran 
has given the subject close and intelligent 
study, was interviewed yesterday relative to the 
broposed tagging of a life-insurance feature to 
the Board of Trade. When asked his opinion of 
the project he smiled and sad. 

“ I see the matter is being pushed by one of the 
dolest members of the board.’ That is very natu- 
ral. No doubt all the old members would be 
glad to have the younger ones help pay for their 
life-insurance. Oneof the fundamental errors 
of assessment insurance is that old men with 
fewer years to live get their so-called insurance 
at the same rate as the young men, and the lat- 
ter in consequence have to beara very unjust 
ratio of expeuse. A mafority of the Chicago 
Board of Trade are young men. Perhaps they 
will relish the notion of having to be assessed 
all their lives to pay for the oid fellows who are 
fast dropping away!“ 

Another absurdity of the scheme,” said the 
gentieman, “ and assessment life-insurance is a 
pretty well proved absurdity the worid over, is 
that men in poor health and likely to die at any 
time, will be just as good members of this pro- 
posed company as those in perfect health; and 
the latter will have to stand the expense of pay- 
ing losses on men already rejected by reguiar 
insurance companies.” 

When asked what he thought of the tmea ot 
turning the Chicago Board of Trade into a lire.

LIGHTNING TO NEW YORK. 


THE NEW SCHEME OF THE NEW YORK PRUD- 
UCE EXCHANGE AND THE CHICAGO BOARD 
OF TRADE. 

The members ot the New York Produce Ex- 
change recently beid a meeting in that city to 
consider the feasibility of building a telegraph 
line between that city and Chicago for the sole 
use of the New York Produce Exchange ana 
the Chicago Board of Trade. The committee 
reported that they found it 80 difficult 
to obtain the right of way that 
they abandoned the attempt of estimating 
its cost. The committee recommend the use of 
a line already in existence and which reaches 
within eight miles of Chicago. The pro 
line is that ot the New York. Chicago & St. 
Louis Railroad Company and New York, West 
Shore & Buffalo Railroad Company, owned by 
the National Telegraph Company. This line can 
be purchased for $1,000,000 in 6 per cent bonds. 
The committee bas tne refusal. The committee 
recommend that a company, com exciu- 
sively of members of the New York Produce 
Exchange and of the Chicago Board of Trade 
be formed, and that the former take $600,000 of 
the stock and the latter the remaining $400,000. 
In order to prevent consolidation no member 
— be allowed to take more than in 


A committee of five was appointed to open 
books of subscription, and a copy of the — . 
of the committee sent to the Chicago Board of 
Trade with the request that it take action. [he 
report has been received by the Board of Trade. 
As an illustration of the necessity of an exclu- 
sive wire, the committee stated that there 
are five New York tirms, connected with Chicago 
firms, whose aggregate busigess over the wires 
is more than $100,000 yearly. The report states 
that the proposed line extends from Weebawk- 
en, N. J., to Grand Crossing, eight miles from 
Chicago. The present owners offer to pay $50,- 
000 for the completion of the line, but the com- 
mittee think that it will only cost $9,262 to com- 

lete the Chicago terminal, and about $4,000 to 
Bui it from Weehawken to New York City. 

To complete the Chicago terminal necessitates 
building a pole line containing four wires from 
Grand Crossing to Tnirty-ninth street, four and 
one-haif miles, thence three and one-half miles 
by cabie along the lake sbore to Van Buren 
street, through the sewer of which, four biocks, 
it runs to the Board of Trade, making in alla 
line of eight miles, which can be built at an es- 
timated expense—viz. :

CRUSHING COMPETITORS. 
AN INSTANCE OF THE WAYS OF THE STAND- 
ARD OIL COMPANY. 
F. M. Bradshaw filed a bill yesterday in the 


Superior Court against the Standard Oil Com- 


pany to compel it to specifically perform a con- 
tract. He says that for a number of years he 
bas been extensively engaged in the business 
of buying and selling barrels, and about the 
Ist of May, 1881, made a contract with the Stand- 
ard Oll Company to enter its employ in the 
barrel business, and also to establish a general 
retail oil business in Chicago, in bis own name, 
but under the direction of the company. The 
contract was to run tive years, and complalu- 
ant was to try and keep his oid barrel-yard at 
Nos. 92, 94, and 96 Norton street. Bradshaw went 
on and bought borses and wagons, hired men, 
and carried on the dusiness for about 
a year, during whicn time he 11 * 
and sold 119,467 barrels and sold $106,113.83 wortu 
of oil, the company furnishing him with oli and 
about $30,00u capital. His own capital and busi- 
ness experience helped to increase his trade, 
and on the other band tne help ot the company 
and its capital also increased largely bis busi- 
ness reputua@on and experience. When the oil 
companys learned tne magnitude of bis business 
it set about systematically to ruin him and his 
trade. It first ordered him to remove bis busi- 
ness to the wholesale office of the compaay at 
No. 31 Michigan avenue, and conduct it as a de- 
partment of their business. He protested 
against giving up the use of bis own name. and 
was assured no change should be made 
which was not satisfactory to him. He moved 
bis oil business to No. 31 Michigan avenue, and 
the company soou removed his name from the 
wagons be used and from his brands of oils. 
Then they refused 
siga iu mis 2 — 
wrote, viring 
to be conductedin the name of A. E. Hutchins, 
the manager of the wholesale department. lo 
February last, during complainant's temporary 
absence from the city, the company notified the 
Merchants’ National ok, where he kept his 
business account, not to honor his checks any 
further, and orderea bis account to be trans- 
ferred to mat kept by the company. The Ist of 
April the company traasterred complainant's 
oil business to its wholesale department, and in 
September sold both the oil and barrel business 
to the P. C. Hanford Oui Company, in which it is 
a larwe stockholder, and removed all the prop- 
erty complainant bad been using in the busi- 
ness, together with bis accounts. Complaia- 
ant’s numerous protests have either been met 
with empty promises or flat refusal, and he 
now finds himseit entirely out of business, much 
against his will.

MONTEZUMA’S LAND. 
A GLOW CCOUNT OF MEXICO BY A RE- 
URNED TRAVELER. 

Mr. C. E. Hosford, of New York, has just re- 
turned from a three-months, jaunt in Mexico, 
where he bas been with'a party of Eastern cap- 
italists. A reporter for THe TRIBUNE called 
upon bim last evening at the Grand Pacific to 
gather his impressions of the couotry and its 
resources. Said he: Few Americans have a 


correct idea of the extent of the region com- 


prised in the Mexican Republic. When I teil 
you that the frontier between the United States 
and Mexico, extending from the mouth of the 
Rio Grande to the Pacific, is 1,800 miles long you 
will possibly be surprised. The extreme length 
of Mexico north and south is 2,400 miles, and 
its width from gulf to ocean, varies from about 
400 to 1,200 miles. EI Paso is about 1,600 miles 
from the City of Mexico. I mention these facts 
to show what great varieties of climate and soil 


exist. The provinces bordering on New Mexico 
and Arizona are deserts, but iu the interior there 
is some of the richest land I ever beheld. In the 
lagoon district, between Chihuauus and Zaca- 
tecas, cotton grows eight and ten feet high, so 
you can form some idea of the character of the 


soil. Of course I gave most of my attention to 
the wining districts, principally in the vicinity 
of Dura and Zacatecas. ot the most 
wonderful mineral deposits in the world is 
at the former place. It the ‘Sierra 
Macardo,”’ iron mountain, a solid mass 
of almost pure iron, out of the 


ris 

ains, a mile long, a baif-mile wide and 600 
eet high. The quality of the iron is equal to 
the best Swedish. There are alse large tin and 
silver deposits in that vicinity of great richness. 
Zacatecas is the greatest mineral centre in the 
globe. The mines in that proviuce have yielded 
upwards of $1,000,000,000—one lode has yielded 
$00,000,000. Over 2,000 men are employed in this 
mine, yet the deepest shaft is 1, feet. They

BEHIND THE AGE. 

“Mexico is a full century behind us in material 
development. They still plow with crooked 
sticks and cut wheat with a sickle, tread it out 
and fan it dy shuffimge it 

The rich — — 
poor very poor. It as n 
stated that even the wealthy viasses know 
but little luxury. but this is a great mistake. 
Their houses are indifferent in exterval appear- 
ance, but the interiors are fitted up with every 
luxury that money can buy. lu many things 
they are equal to and surpass us. The City of 
Mexico has a better musical conservatory than 
any in this country. The public bands that play 
in plazzas would put ours to shame. Every 
large city sustains a band of forty odd must 
cians to give public promenade concerts, and 
they play beautifully. I bave seen it also stated 

the Mexicanos are a quiet, sad people; but 
l did not find them so. They are grave and 
never boisterous or Merry in our sense, but in 
familiar intercourse they do not lack pleasaut- 


ry. have traveled in many countries, 
and never found anywhere a people 
so uniform cou us and  bhospitabie. 


The Mexican ladies are not Much seen by trav- 
elers because they go abroad very little. They 
are great home bodies, but they are queens at 
home and are treated with great respect and 
galiantry by their male relatives. Of course 
their custome are ail different from ours. Where 
we invite a stranger to as o'clock dinner, they 
invite Jou toalo’clock breakfast. The ruling 
class is the Mexican—meaning a mixture of 
Spanish and — Neariy all of their public 
wen have a great deal of Indian diood. Those 
descended from Spanish stock without inter- 
mixture tney still call Spaniard. 

t has been claimed that there isa hostile feel- 
ing growing up towards Americans, but there is 
no truth whatever init. i found the introduc- 
tion of railroads a popular thing. It has given 
employment to great numbers of laborers ata 
much larger remuneration than they were ever 
able to earn before. road to Mexico is be- 
ing rapidly completed. That part from the City 
of Mexico to Zacateca, a distance of 600 miles, 
will be completed by Nov. 10. The northern 


jece of road is now bulit 620 miles south of El 


aso, and as they are working from both ends 
the whole line will be in operation by next May. 
In my opinion the resources of the entire region 
are enormous, and o completion of the raii- 
roads will open up a field for American energy 
and capital which will be unexampled.“

A DECAYING INDUSTRY—A RIGHTEOUS D-

Generally, a man must be wort 
twice the sum that is required in a bond. If 
bail is fixed at $1,500 and an unmarried man 
comes along who owns a house worth that sum 
be will be accepted as bondsman.

MOONEY THE CONVICT. 


On Trial at Joliet, III., Charged with 
the Murder of His Cellmate. 
Jourert, III., Oct. 25.—[Special.]}—The interest 


in the trial of convict Michael Mooney for the 


murder of his ceilmate, John Anderson, con- 
tinues unabated and the court-room is con- 
stantly packed to overflowing. The chief 
interest in the trialtoday centered in evidence 
of the physicians, each of whom corroborated 
the other in the statement that it was impossible 
for the murdered man to have inflicted the 
wounds from which he died. Their evidence 
showed that there were three fatal stabs on 
Anderson’s body that would have produced al- 
most instant death,and that after any one of these 
wounds had been inflicted the victim could not 
have possessed the vitality to have inflicted the 
others. The defense set up the very lame the- 
ory that the Stab back ef the ear, coming out of 
the mouth, was the last one inflicted. This was 
to ward off the damaging fact that it would have 
so shocked the victim that he could not have 
made the other wounds. It did not appear to 
them that this wound could not possibly nave 
been made after the terrible stab through the 
heart, severing completely the ribs. t was 
also brought. out in the testimony of 
the night watchman that blood was discovered 
on Mooney’s hand, and also a fresh bruise on 
oue of his fingers Wwheu the guard went to the 
ceil to ascertain the cause of che yelling. The 
fact that a man who commits suicide never cries 
out for help, but ipvariabiy takes his life as 
quietly and secret! seemed to have 
great weight with the jury. As the evidence 
grows more damaging the appalling enormity 
of the crime is more plainly 1 and 

bitter feeling increases, while Mooney grows 
more restiess and morose. His low, ugiy fore- 
bead, with firey-red hair nearly reaching to his 
eyes, his deep-set, snaky eyes, and brutal, 
freckled face all stamp him as aman of low 


nature and savage instincts. In short, his gen- 


eral appearance is so repulsive that one glance 
at bim would seriously prejudice his case. A 
sensation was caused in the court-room when 
the dead convict’s bioody ciothes were exhibit- 
ed. It caused a stampede among the attorneys, 
who were sickened by the sight. The clothes 
were cut all into patches and strings, and were 
matted together with blood, showing that the 
cutting must have been nothing short of the 
most endish butchery.

reported visible supply of corn may be partly 
accounted for by the fact thata good many 
corn-laden vessels were delayed by storms last 
week, which has left afloat a considerable quan- 
tity not allowed for. This may be, but it is aiso 
probable that the decrease shows up now because 
the quantity in sight has hithergo been esti- 
mated much larger than warranted by the facts. 
The movement has been largely by steamer, and 
the time afloat much less than is usualiy al- 
lowed by those who figure up the statistics. The 
people in New York have been loaded up with 
an October deal in corn too big for them to 
manage witb profit, and it does seem cruel to 
magnify the horrors of the situauon to them by 
shaking a mammoth wind-bag in their faces.

Two-Cent Views of the Opera. 


New York Evening Post: The opening of the new 
opera- house Monday evening afforded our moru- 
ing contemporaries their first opportunity for 
considering the opera from the two-cent point of 
view. The results of this observation, embodied 
in many columns of what is known us “ pictur- 
esque ” writing, are most extraordinary. Noth- 
ing at all comparable to them has ever been 
produced in this country save ip Cincinnati dur- 
ing the progress of a musical festival. The 
methods followed are curiously like those which 

prevail in Cincinnati, and which our morning 
papers, when their price was four cents, were 
fond of quoting for purposes of ridi- 
cule. One critic tells us that everybody 
was in full dress, and im the glorious 
good spirits that a consciousness of 
elegant ciothes inspires.” But the glorious 


spirits appear to bave been dampened by a sus- 
picion that the elegant clothes were not show- 


ing off as well as they micht. Whatever may 


be the merits of the opera-bouse in otber ro- 
spects,”” be says—referring evidently to the 
minor respect of art—“it is a question of taste 


whether it is a success as a setting to a brilliant 


audience; “it would not seem as if it were 
valculated to show off beautiful dresses and fair 
faces to advantage.“ The boxes, although their 
profusion is a cause for the liveliest satisfacaon, 
are thoughtiesly provided with hauts too light 
in color to show half the loveliness” of their 
occupants. “Golden heads seemed to biend 
with the old gold of the curtains, and the pale 
ivory tiut failed to emphasize the soft silks and 
satins that rested against them.“ Worst of ail, 
“diamonds glitte in all directions like crys- 
tals upon snow, but there was not hing 
and blazing of rays that come from a darker 
setting.“ 

Tne diamond aspect of the occasion was re- 
garded 3 all the critics as being of the first 
importance, and it accordingly bas the place of 
bonor in all the ** criticisms.”” This was natural 
under the circumstances, for the impressive an- 
pouncement was made last Sunday that the 
combined wealth which would be represented in 
the seventy principal boxes would be no less 
than $540,000,000, * more than $6,000,000 to each 
vox!” It was mainly asa “setting” for this wealth 
thai the bouse was built, and the critics rightly 
question of success in this direc- 
tion being of paramount importance. 
They malt agree that, while there were 
grave faults, the display was never- 
theless fine. “Diamonds flashed,”" says 
one of them, “all the way round from one part 
of the great horseshoe magnet to the other, and 
costumes of the richest material shoneiu every 


hue.” Another says: Diamonds flashed like 


stars, and the gay tints of hundreds of the most 
artistic oostumes made the three tiers of boxes 
“three glittering horseshoes of as much glory 
as could weill be shown iu evening dress and 
jeweilig.“ Everybody was so happy in the sense 
of individual gorgeousness that, as one critic 
solemnly jassures us. no one seemed impatient 
for the curtain to rise save a few ultra-musical 
people in the gullery. As the gallery affords 
an unsatisfactory view of the boxes, the impa- 
tience of these obvious intruders can de easily 
understood and should, if possible, be forgiven. 
After their struggies with the diamonds 

toilets it was inevitable that the two-cent critics 
should approach the artistic merits of the per- 
formance itself in a somewhat fatigued condi- 
tion. Still, their observations are sufficientiy 
striking. “ When the soprano walked upon the 
stage,“ says one, she was received with gen- 
erous but genteel plaudits”: and then he adds, 
with the cautious reserve of a veteran and ciose 
observer of ial phenomena: It is doubtful 
if afull-dress audieyce ever is entbusiastic.", 
About the soprano’s voice this critic is ia much 
doubt. He says “its timbre is pot what it was 
twelve years ago, and its timbre was its great- 
est harm. Once her voice was so vovertaig 
that “many in the back srats thought it 
broke.” Another critic was abie to praise 
nearly all of the artists except the gentleman 
who took the part of Mephisto. Of him he says: 
“A devil who cannot secure an encore for the 
»Song of the Golden Calf must ve accounted 
a very poor devil indeed.” After this withering 
rebuke we are surprised to find another critic 
saying of the same devil that be embodied the 
Satanic and satiric cbaracter of the music 
with more saturnine power,” that his 
„weird and wicked influence” grew steadily 
througbout the rformance. A third criti 
the clegance of w style is far in udvance o 
all competitors, wos disa Apes with the sing- 
ing in the third act. would think.“ be 
says, that the singers would only need to open 
their mouths and the entrancing sounds from 
the orchestra would lure the melodies out.“ 
Tbrough some defect, either in the mouths of 
the singers or in the luring power of the or- 
chestra, this did not prove to be the case last 


night, and as a consequence the melodies and 


harmonies were of the earth earthy.” Speak- 
ing of the floral tributes to the various artists, 
this same critic ys Mme. Scaichi was not 
forgotten, though guerdons were not com- 
mensurate with ber merits,” a remark which, 
we are free toadmit, is the rhetorical gem of the 
whole two-cent cuilection. 


One and Two Cent Newspapers. | 

New York Evening Post: Much of the taik 
about the future of the cheap press is based on 
the notion that the demand for newspapers is 
practically unlimited. It is really nothing of 
the sort. Inu Eagland and other countries in 
which popular education is only just beginning 
to tell on the number of readers the demand for 
them for a few years to come will doubtless in- 
crease, but even there the limit cannot be very 
faroff. For newspapers, if they differ from mvat 
other commodities in the fact that as far as we 
bave yet seen their price always tends to a 
minimum, ditfer also in the fact that hardly 
anybody wants more of them as he grows richer. 
This is not true of any other article of daily use. 
As a man’s weaith increases he generally buys 
more tea, coffee, sugar, cotton, and linen, and 
horses and carriages, carpets, wine, clothing, 
and so forth. Byt nobody spends more on 
newspapers when his circumstances improve. 
The rich man does not take five dailies where 
the poor man takes only one. Almost everybody 
reads one or two newspapers a day: very few 
read more than two, or can be got to read them 
by auy inducement whatever. A man is often 
induced to subscribe for them by the “special 
inducements,” sucbd as chromos and other pre- 
miums.“ But it is rare for a man to read a paper 
whica comes to bim in this wax, or to remaina 
subscriber to it 9 than the premium 
made necessar It may, indeed, be laid down 
as a rule that the circulation of the daily press 
increases with the population and not the wealth 
of the country, which cannot be said of any 
other object o daily consumption. 

Nor is there any other article so widely used 
the price of which is so near the minimum. One 
of the great difficulties of the two-cent press is, 
or rather will be when competition becomes 
sbarper and begins to press more ciosely on the 
limits ot expansion, that the price is literally a 
bottom — 4 All other dealers bave room 
to come down, if ctney are willing to make 
sacritices to ruin a rival, but to the 
two-ceut press only. one cent reduction is 
possible. For less than one cent it would 


| not be possibie to sell a paper in apy country in 


the worid, because nobody will take newspapers 
like apples two for a cent, or three for two 
cents. There are only two resources ieft, there- 
fore, when competition becomes very keen—one 
is to increase the size of the paper, by way of 
giving the buyer more for his money. But the 
publisher who attempts this every day by way 
of outdoing his competitors really repudiates 
the two-cent idea. The two-vent idea is that 
tne newspaper reader wants something very 
light and short for his daily reading: that he is 
repelled by many pages, Or many articles, or 
long articles. He desires something neat, com- 
pact, and condensed. Iu so far us the paper Ang 
enlarged, however, this idea is departed f 

The ordinary newspaper- buyer does not wan — 
much matter as there is in a monthiy or quar- 
terly magazine furnished to him every day. An 
attempt to furnish him with it on week days 
would probably disgust, repel, or weary him. In 
other words, it will never do to publish a Sun- 
day paper Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday. 

e other resource is to change the character 
of the contents; and it is imthis direction, as far 
as we Can see, that the competiuon between the 
cheap papers is likely te run after the bottom 
1 has been reached. Each will try to furnish 

or the cent more of the kind of matter which 
he thinks one-cent readers like; and as far as 
we can judge from observation. what he thtaks 
they like is less attendon to the quality of the 
news and more to the quantity of it; plenty or 
scandalous and criminal intelligence; lighter 
and more flippant discussion of the news. and 
much ferocious 2 The two-cent 


papers have not, by any means. oll begun to 


furnish this, but anybody who observes 
a cheap press closely will find that the tendency 
in this direction is strong and steady, and 
makes n progress. In other words, 
be willfindin it many signs of contempt for 
the two-cent public, a low view of its tastes and 
standards, both moral, intellectual, and politi- 
cal, and a cynical reudiness to meet them. One 
of the most marked features in tois teadency is 
a disposition to drop alt expensive matter from 
the paper, such as accurate news, and substitute 
bogus dispatches and small jokes. Small jokes 
probably cost less than any kind of reading; 
they are consequently much in demand in the 
cheap press. lo Paris, the press which is
